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The amended limitation of claims 1 and 21 are found In the disclosure by Tabata that the routed packets contain an IPv4 header that 
inherently contains a Destination IP address, as well as an In-network IPv4 header, separate and distinct from the header found in the 
user data packet (Tabata, Figure 13). The existence of a separate IPv4 header, with its own Destination IP address, indicates there exists 
a destination host for the user data to be routed to (also see paragraph 100). 

Examiner further disagrees with Applicant's assertion that the deletion of In-network information teaches against the limitations of 
Applicant's claim. The deletion of the additional network Information is the final step In the process of transmitting a user packet, after all 
processing and detemrilnatlons of differential treatment have been made (paragraph 100). 

Regarding Applicant's request for a source for Examiner's assertion that the references are capable of port filtering, Applicant Is directed 
to RFC 761, which discloses that any TCP-enabled device, as per the official standard, must be capable of sending traffic among multiple 
separate logical ports (RFC761 , pages 10-12). As both references use TCP for handling network traffic (Liu: element 1208 of Figure 12; 
Tabata: paragraph 0047), it would be inherent that both references are already capable of such functionality and thus no prima facie case 
of obviousness need be established. 
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
